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FORGIVE 


HE power to forgive comes to us when we 
rise to the exalted consciousness in which 
23} «we behold man in absolute truth. When we 

can see ourselves and others as we exist in God, then 
we have no inclination to blur that perfect image of 
man by seeing something distorted in its place. See- 
ing love, we can see no hate. Living in the eternal 
now, we cannot live in the past. 

When one gets a clear realization of what man 
is in truth, he is beholding what every man is in the 
sight of God. This high vision includes himself and 
that one whom he calls his enemy. Remember, there 
is no personality in Spirit. There is no person whom 
Spirit excludes from the privileges of the high vision. 

Holding enmity against another is solely a mat- 
ter of personal consciousness. In your limited con- 
sciousness you see yourself justified in being unre- 
sponsive to another; you feel that it is perfectly right 
for you to set up that mental barrier which you think 
will prevent him from enjoying some of the pleasures 
which might be his were he your friend. Just remem- 
ber that the one whom you hold away from you 
suffers very little from your attitude. You, the un- 
forgiver, must reap the harvest from your tense, un- 
forgiving thought. 

We very easily see the personal element in unfor- 
giveness. The person whom you dislike and refuse 
to forgive may be one who has many friends. Of all 
these people, you are the only one who holds enmity 
against him and who refuses to forgive the little slight 








or wrong. Possibly you have prayed and prayed for 
deliverance from personal consciousness but have tried 
to hold to this little secret sin, this spirit of unforgive- 
ness. Possibly the day when you felt the slight that 
dear one was totally unresponsible for your state of 
mind. Possibly he crossed your path when you 
were just in the right state of personal consciousness 
to vent your spleen upon some one. 

And now, after years of indulgence in person- 
ality and unforgiveness, after trying times when you 
have failed to work things from mortal consciousness, 
what is your decision? Do you want to enter another 
year with this nasty thorn in your heart? Do you 
want to try to go on day after day affirming divine 
love and trying to grow spiritually with this animosity 
in your life? 

You say that pride keeps you from taking the 
step. You fear that this one will take advantage of 
your humility. You think that your enemy will try to 
gain ground when he sees you come to him bearing 
the white flag and the olive branch. Dear one, stop 
thinking of enemies. The only enemy you have is 
that little memory of wrong which you carry with 
you. When you disabuse yourself of this thought, 
you will find there is no enemy. 

Prove yourself a strong character by going to this 
dear one and by taking him by the hand. You think 
he would refuse your hand? Not if your heart is 
right. Not if you go to him carrying in your heart 
an image of man so beautiful and so perfect that 
God smiles right through it. Not if you are so filled 
with love that not a thought of fear or doubt can mar 








it. Prove yourself the big brother or the mother who 
takes the little sister or the baby by the hand and 
leads her away from tears and frets into the sun- 
shine to play.

Truth 
takes from us the distorted picture of another which 
we have carried in our mind’s eye and gives us that 
beautiful image of man which no belief in personality 
can mar. 

The truth of God wipes from our consciousness 
all traces of past wrongs. It wipes away all desire 
on our part to hold to personal animosities. We 
reach the consciousness that we had before the per- 
sonal situation occurred.

We discover that all this time he has 
been waiting for us to change our minds, abiding the 
time until we reach the consciousness in which we 
prove ourselves master over personal situations.

He learns to eliminate negative words—those dealing 
with disease, weakness, evil, lack, and so forth— 
and for these he substitutes words which are con- 
structive—those of health, strength, good, plenty. 

By the process of affirmation, we cause the mental 
forces to change. The mind soon takes up the 
affirmation which is repeatedly giver to it. One could 
not repeat a statement such as “/ am healthy and 
strong” for a number of times without the mind’s 
taking it up.

Many people who would not eat the same food every 
meal or wear the same clothes every day think the 
same thoughts and have the same viewpoints day 
by day. 

The mind which entertains the same ideas all the 
time lacks a freshness and a resiliency which come 
from new ideas. Unused portions of the brain are 
brought into action when new ideas are entertained. 
Overworked portions are given rest. 

Travel is considered a means of refreshment be- 
cause one is constantly having new viewpoints. The 
change of mental perspective eventually works a 
change mentally and physically and the traveler re- 
turns home completely renewed. The change has 
come about not directly through travel but through 
a change in ideas. Were the individual able to think 
new thoughts while at home, he would not need to 
go from home for the purpose. 

New ideas transform the body. The body being 
the product of thought is very responsive to a change 
of ideas.

Meet the New Day with this Greeting: 
The Truth of God saves me from disease 
and adversity and I have an abundance of 


health and of good. 


The truth about our relation to God saves us 
from the adversity which comes through believing that 
which is not true about ourselves. The truth is that 
man is God's perfect creation and by holding to this 
mighty truth we cause our perfection to manifest. 
Truth saves us from ignorance. God's truth saves us 
from the ignorance which causes disease. God's 
truth saves us from the superstitions about disease 
which have been handed down to us by those una- 
ware of the absolute truth about man.

If some one were to tell us that we often wor- 
shiped many gods, we might not be inclined to be- 
lieve it. We can hardly believe that any one would 
worship a god of disease, a god of hate, a god of 
fear, or a god of lack; still we see all about us those 
who give so much thought to disease, hate, fear, and 
lack that it seems as if they spent much of their time 
bowing down before such gods, pledging themselves 
to think often of them and to keep their images in 
their hearts. 

So long as we “worship” disease—give our 
thought to believing in it—we keep the image of dis- 
ease before us. So long as we believe that something 
which we call evil can make us unhappy, just that 
long will there be something evil in our lives to cause 
unhappiness.

FIND A NEW WAY 


OW easy it is for us to go on. day after day, 
year after year, thinking the same thoughts 
and doing the same things in the same way! 

How surprised we are to discover that we are leading 
a stereotyped life and living a monotonous existence! 
Quite often the monotony goes on unchallenged and 
unnoticed. Sometimes it is perceived but the solution 
seems so difficult to find that the old habits and the 
old ways continue. 

The way of Spirit is one of refreshment. As one 
ascends the mountain he is continually seeing things 
from different angles and from fresher viewpoints. 
To the climber all things are presented continually 
from new perspectives. Only those in the valley see 
the same things in the same way each day. 

The way of Spirit is one of new ideas. When we 
contact the higher consciousness within we unify our- 
selves with a mind which is like a spring or a foun- 
tain. There can be no stagnation in the conscious- 
ness of the individual who has found the Christ mind. 
He cannot be crystallized in mind or in act. He 
cannot be content with a circumscribed existence. 
His soul continually cries out for more room for ex- 
pansion. His vision refuses to be blunted by mo- 
notony. 

One man has found a very simple and effective 
means for revolutionizing his life. He found that he 
was living a monotonous existence. He had a de- 
sire to grow and to expand. Gaining some conscious- 
ness of higher truths, he saw that he needed to get 











out of the narrow groove into freer expression. He 
did a very simple thing. He kept a diary for a week 
showing a week’s chapter out of his life. On awak- 
ening, instead of spending a half hour thinking, as 
was his usual custom, he arose and wrote down the 
nature of his thinking: the people who came to mind, 
what he thought about them, what he thought about 
himself, his business. 

He recorded what he thought about while he 
bathed and shaved, what he ate for breakfast, what 
he did on the way to work, the names of the people 
he talked to or thought much about during the morn- 
ing, during his lunch hour, his thoughts about his per- 
sonal mail, his personal business through the after- 
noon, and his dinner engagements, the type of stories 
he read in the papers and the feature pages he missed, 
the type of diversion in the evening and the kind of 
books he read, what he thought about before going to 
sleep and how many hours of rest he had. 

The week’s record showed one day to be vir- 
tually a carbon copy of any other day. The second 
week, he did not do anything the same as he did the 
first week, if he could avoid doing so. He lived 
an entirely different life. He put off the old man with 
his age-old way of doing things and put on the new 
man of new ideas, demanding new visions and 
broader expression. 

For the first few days his mind seemed unable 
to grasp new situations. Then new ideas began to 
come forth. Somewhere within him was an intelli- 
gence which he had cramped and clamped down. 
Now it was free. People began coming to him and 












asking why he looked so different. His answer was 
that he had found a new religion, a philosophy of 
freedom and of new viewpoints. Friends confessed 
that they, too, had felt that something within which 
seemed to be seeking to burst the bonds upon it. 
With such a confession would come the plea that, 
in their own cases, no changes could be made—at 
present. 

Dear friends, now is the time to make your 
changes. Now is the time to give expression to that 
ever-increasing desire for freedom and for more ex- 
pression. Your own case is the same as that of our 
friend. You can live out in the open spaces of the 
great universal just as soon as you desire it. You 
can come right out of sordid thoughts into heaven 
here and now. You can put an end to merely exist- 
ing and lay hold of that spring of renewing life which 
is surging within you. 

Start out by facing the truth and then by trying 
to find some new way for doing everything you do. 

If you have always read the 130th Psalm be- 
fore breakfast, read the 103d Psalm tomorrow morn- 
ing. Possibly you would like it better. If it has been 
your custom to drive down a side street on your 
way to church or to business, drive through the park 
tomorrow morning. Possibly God and the flowers 
have something for you to see on the other road. 

If you fear that your methodical nature would 
suffer too much of a shock by such a change, make 
gradual changes. Each day rest your mind by think- 
ing new thoughts; rest your eyes by seeing things 
from a newer angle. Find a new way.
